Pee  for  Pan 


There's  a  program  in  place  in  sev- 
eral Texas  high  schools  that  doesn't 
offer  any  credits.  But  you  can  get  some 
pretty  good  discounts.  D-FY-IT  (defy 
it,  get  it?),  or  Drug  Free  Youth  in 
Texas,  is  all  about  getting  some  free 
things  (like  pop  on  demand  from  the 
local  Burger  Kings)  and  cash  off  on 
lots  of  others  if  you  produce  a  card  that 
declares  you  drug-free. 

Tojoin  the  club  and  get  the  card  all 
you  have  to  do  is  pee  in  a  bottle.  On 
demand  and  under  supervision,  of 
course.  It's  also  called  "random  drug 
testing." 

The  program  has  been  greeted  with 
controversial  parent,  teacher  and  stu- 
dent response.  In  fact  there  are  those 
who  are  just  plain  less  than  thrilled 
with  the  idea  of  getting  a  discounted 
movie  admission  as  a  reward  for  stay- 
ing clean. 

Seventeen-year-old  Eric  Anderson 
says  he's  drug-free  anyway  and  only 
sees  D-FY-IT  as  an  invasion  of  his  pri- 
vacy. And  at  least  one  Texas  teacher 
believes  the  reason  for  staying  straight 
should  be  that  teens  don't  need  drugs, 
not  that  they  get  discounted  "things." 

So  we  took  our  own  random 
sample.  We  asked  ZOOTers  what  they 
thought  about  D-FY-IT  and  the  replies 


were  very. much  in  favour  of  the  Texas 
program.  For  most  of  those  surveyed 
reasons  like  "whatever  works  is  O.K." 
and  "I'm  already  drug-free  and  the 
program  would  give  me  extra  incen- 
tive to  stay  that  way"  were  typical  an- 
swers. 

Still,  there  are  some  noisy  dissent- 
ers who  feel  D-FY-IT  is  a  poor  solution 
in  the  long-term  life  of  this  problem. 
Worse  still,  it  doesn't  even  count  alco- 
hol as  a  testable  drug.  The  most  vocal 
ZOOT  reader  contacted  called  the 
whole  idea  an  insult  because  "it  im- 
plies that  personal  reasons  and  values 
are  not  important  to  teens  but  goods 
and  services  are."

Tom  maintains  that  "When  you  know 
things  aren't  right,  pick  a  focus.

While  working  and  waiting  for  his  Euro- 
pean savings  to  pile  up,  Tom  amused 
himself  by  building  puppets  and  blowing 
soapbubbles.  He  got  very  good  at  both. 
Bubble  tricks  were  used  to  draw  crowds 
for  the  puppet  shows,  but  eventually  the 
bubbles  just  took  over. 
Tom  can  do  things  with  soapy  water  that 
don't  seem  physically  possible.  And  he's 
entirely  self-taught.

coast.  Tom  learned  more  about  the  phys- 
ics of  bubbles  by  talking  to  scientists  and 
other  bubble  blowers.

Learning  something  new  doesn't  mean 
adopting  a  totally  new  lifestyle.

Smart  idealists 
discovered  long  ago  that  it's  easier  to  raise 
funds  if  a  contributor  can  wear  the  cause. 
Then  you  can  put  the  profits  where  they'll  do 
the  most  good,  without  compromise. 

Causes  cause  problems.  One  that  can  be 
a  real  hassle  is  the  physical  distance  between 
you  and  your  concern.  When  you're  an 
activist  in  Alberta  and  your  mission  is  to  save 
the  rain  forests  of  South  America,  it  can  feel 
as  though  nothing  you  do  actually  touches  the 
issue.  "That's  where  localized,  hands-on 
activity  helps  your  sense  of  involvement.  You 
can  see  an  immedi- 
ate effect,"  tells  Tali 
of  the  Western 
Canada  High 
School  Environ- 
mental Club.  The 


group  successfully 
marketed  some  out- 
rageous shirts  and 
put  the  cash  where 
their  cause  is.  "It's  a 
thrill  to  get  some- 
thing done  and  feel 
that  you're  having  a  real  effect,"  she  says. 

"There's  power  and  support  in  a  group,  " 
adds  Kari-Ann,  who  belongs  to  Students 
Against  Nuclear  Execution.  "As  long  as  it 
doesn't  get  so  big  and  political  you  lose  sight 
of  your  own  ideals."  She  stays  S.A.N.E.  by 
being  "a  doer  first,  a  joiner  second." 

A  small,  tight  group  works  best.  A  network 
of  these  groups  works  even  better.  You  should 
at  least  listen  to  people  who  have  been  there 
before  and  built  organizations  like  the  Sierra 
Club,  Greenpeace  and  Amnesty  Interna- 
tional.

Being  an  active 
environmentalist 
could  put  you  on  the 
endangered  spe- 
cies list.  Burnouts

desire.  Kari-Ann  shakes  her  head  sadly,

burned  out  the  first  year.  Sometimes,  learning 
to  march  by  someone  else's  rules  just  does 
you  in.  People  get  extreme,  or  they  get  out." 

Where  is  the  edge?

Finally,  in  December  1988,  at 
age  35,  Bena/ii  Bhutto  1  c  <  ame  the  first  woman  elected  to  govern  a  Moslem  nation. 
Many  would  like  to  se<  iil.  Some  would  like  to  see  her  dead.  Placing  her  country
